An English custom of riot so long ago 


was to hang ^mngglers. on gibbets ar- 
ranged along Ihe coasts and then tnr the 
bodies that they might be/preserved a 
long while as a warning to other cnl- 
prits. 
As late as 1823^three men thus 


varnished c'onld have been Been hanging 
'before Dover'castle. 
Sometimes the 


process was extended to robbers, assas- 
sins, incendiaries and other criminals. 
John Pnintcr, who fired the dockyard at 
Portsmouth, was first hanged aud then 
tarred, in 1770. 
From time.fco time he 


was given-a fresh coat of varnish aud 
thus •srus made'to last nearly-14 years. 
The xvoircl custom did not stop smug- 
gling or other crime, but no doubt it 
worked some influence as a preventive.

SPAIN . WKAKEMNG, ' 


A. late Dispatch to Secretary Olney 


from the American Minister in Madrid 
anncnnees that the Bake of Tetunn 
who la Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has invited him to give nn 
opinion regarding the Porto Rico re- 
forms aa a practical measure for the 
Belt-government of Cuba. The request 
for advice shows that Spain is endeav- 
oring to devise some plan of settlement 
and still exercise a certain control 
over Cuba. It is quite evident that 
Spain'is weakening and that she re 
alizes that she must lose the colony al- 
together in a short time unless a com 
promise is effected by which the 
mother country will still be in a posi- 
tion to at least dictate a part of the 
policy of the colonists. The reforms 
proposed are too vague to inspire con- 
fidence in America. 


The American Minister urges that 


the Spanish Government should make 
a definite declaration of its purpose to 
grant full local -self-government to 
Cuba, couplpd with economic reforms 
as a basis for negotiating peace. 


It is apparent that Spain has at las 


recognized the consultire rights of the 
American government as far as the 
Cuban war is concerned, and the ac 
tion of the American Minister at Ma 
drid is upheld by the President. It is 
now possible that America will be ao 
cepted as a mediator, and the differ 
ences between Spain and the Cuban in 
surgents will be adjusted on lines tha 
wUl be satisfactory to both. The in 
sargents have made a hard flght, and 
seem to be as determined now a.* when 
tha trouble commenced, and doubtles 
feel that it is not only a flght for lib-! 
erty as a matter of principle, but a 
flght for their homes and lives, for if 
at this time they surrender there is 
little to be looked -forward to other 
than absolute slavery unless the agree- 
ment for peace shall accord them such 
liberty and protection as they had 
hoped to win by revolution. Spain 
will not be easily appeased for the 
trouble and expense the rebels have 
caused her, and if the opportunity of- 
fers she will make what she considers 
an unruly child smart if once again 
under her power. 


The indications now point to a speedy 


settlement of the trouble, and it ia 
probable that the Cubans will gain the 
recognition they desire.
